Johnsouw; the Treasury Clerk, Sentemced.

Beveral days ago Heth Johnson, formerly a clerk
in the Treasury Department, charged with em-
bezzlement of government funds, was supposed
to have been acquitted, he having (lesiified
before & committee of Congress, and thus,
under the law of 1867, escaped prosecution.
But 1t was subsequently diséovered that in 1862 the
law was amended, and, as Judge Carter sald to-
day, the repealing statute appearea to have been
passed for the purpose of preventing & witness'
testimony before s committee from being used
against lnm in & criminal prosecution. It qealified
the effect upon the witness, but did not
qualify the prosecntion. He therefore held that
there having been no conclusive acquittal, the ac-
cused would be held for trial. Johnson, at the

Instance of his counsel, then  pleaded
gullty to the Indictment, Hia counsel
made & few remarks In extenuation of

the cffence. Judge Carter sald the accused
had borne a good character, especially in the eyes
of his soperiors at the Treasury Department, the
head of his buresu having as much confidence in
him as In his son. If it was oot for the pubile con-
sequences he would make the penalty different;
but he was obliged to look at the effect it would
bave on publio morals and the public service. He
had faded to ind any other feature In the nvests
gation of this case than weakness. He would 1m-
pose a sentence of imprisonment In toe jail for one
year, and the prisoner to pay the amount embez-
zled, namely $40,000,
Belginn Ships and Tennage Dues.

The Becretary of the Treasury has declded that
the Convention with Belgium, of 18568, must be con-
strued to exempt the vessels of that government
from the payment of sonnage dues when salling al-
rectly between Beigium and tne United States at
stated times; or, in other words, forming partof a
rogular line between the countries mentioned. Ves-
sels of the Unitea Btates are subject Lo the payment
once & Year of a neavy tonnage tax, and the ex-
emption of Belgian vessels 18 likely 1o lead to dls-
satisfaction on the part of American owners, and
protably to additional legislation on the subject.

Condemuned Navy Tobacco.

The Becretary of the Treasury wriles to the Pay.

posed sale of cerialn conaemned tobacco, that, if
sold, stamps must be aMxed to It, as with the
tobacco of widuals. If not worth the

It appears from the records of the Reglater of the
Treasury that the bountles formerly pald to the cod
fishing interest daring the last three years it was
granted—namely, 1863, 1864 and 1885—amounted to

Lowry and His Gang Defy the Btate Govern-
ment—Holding High Carnival at Moss Neok—
The Next Man They Have Determined to
Murder—Unparalleled Villany—Firing
Alter a Train Leaving s Station.

Moss Neck, Robeson county, N, O., Feb, 16, 1872,

Henry Berry Lowry, the notorious outlaw, and
hia conlederates, have heen holding a carnlval here
for two days, sleeplng at a store near the raflroad
#tation. When the down train for Wilmington ar-
rived here to-aay they had a barrei of cider rolled
ont of the store, and were treating & large crowd,
They were particularly active in invitng () the pas-
pengers ont of the cars to drink, familiarly tapping
several of them on the shoulders and shaking their
hands. When LOWCY Wwas told that he had better
Keep a good lookout, or some one would kil him
or some of the gang for tne rewards offered by the
Btate, he repiied tnat “any one who might kil
hMm or any of the gang ocould never
prove that he had done the killing; all they asked
was to be let alone, and they would leave every-
body else alone; If they wanted provisions they
would go where they could be obtamed; if they
nad money they would pay for them; if not they
wonld demaud them and take them,! ‘They
were, he paid, determined to kill one men,
who wans travelling backwards and forwards
on the train. They had warned him several Umes
not to come up here, “and,” contlnued he, *‘we
would bhave killed him yesterday right in the car, if
3t had not been for the number of ladies who were
In in"

While he was saying this the individuasl whom
they had doomed was at that very moment erouched

under a seat in the rear car.  He has incurred the
terrinle r of the outlaws, from the fact that he
volunteered last winter as the executioner of Oxen-
dme, one of their gang wWLo was hung at Lumbe r-
ton.

SWINDLING.

Arrest of Two Women for Defrand-
ing Shopkeepers.

How the Work Was Planned and Exsouted—

Shadowing the Operators—The Furnished

Room Dodge—Prepared for Escape in
Men's Clothes—The Victimised Firms.

Two women, named Eva Bt, Valerie, allas Le Bage,
and Libble Davis, were arrested on Sunduy evening
by Detectives Woolarldge ana Lilly., These women
bave been going around among the different stores
in the city for the past three months buying goods,
ordering them to ve sent tu & cértain residence and,
when the property was delivered there, disappear-
ing with it. They were usually assisted by a man,
who 18 not yet, however, in the hands of the
police, although there 1s Itle doubt that he soon
will be, as he 18 known. This man generally 1aid the
plan of

THE INTENDED SWINDLE,
and the women carried out the details. From one
of the morning papers he wonld select a house that
advertised furnished rooms, and golng to the place
in the course of the day, he would hire rooms for
two ladies, and then inform them of the locality of
thelr new residence. The next thing to settle wonld
be the store that should Iurnish the material,
and in tne course of & stroll through the principal
thoroughfares this was decided upon. As sood as
everyihing was In order the ladles, or sometimes
only one, went into tbhe store snd purchased
quantity of goods, invariably laces or such lght,
valuable materials as coukl be easlly disposed of,
and gave directions to the person from whom the
purchase was made to0 send tbhem to
the house, glving the addresa. When the
porter of the establishment ‘where the
goods ‘were bought, went to the house with the
articles, one of the Indies would receive him in the
parior politely, ask him to wait & moment while she
was sbowlng the merchandise to ber slster or Lns-

band, and
THEN TAKING THE GOOD3
from the unsuspecting messenger the ladies would
dlsappear from the house with the booty and leave
the porter airing his expectations atthe stove in
the parior, 1t was only when the amounis of
the purchases were frifling that both the
women engaged in 1t; but when they intended to go
largely into the business one remained at the nouse
and the other went Lo the store where the purchases
were to be made. For months past these partlea
have been carrylog on this trade 1n the city, bus
Mrs, Bt Valerie 18 an old hand, and has been operat-
ing for years in almost all the principal cities In
the country. In Boston, Pnlladelpnla, Cincinnati
ana Chicago she i3 well known, and has
no doubs appropriated a large quantity of
property in those places, The workings of the trip
in New York first became Known to the police here
throogh the medium of the mérchants and shop-
keepers who had suffered from the visits of St
Valerie & Co. Day after day for some time past
gentlemen bave been calling upon Captain Irving,

complalning of thelr losses and sollciting the
paglatance of the police In bringing the thieves
to Justice and saving other people.
